Uhele are all political arguments, independent of the moral 
confiderations that ought to influence us, in wifhing fuccefs to 
th ee of France. As men, we ought to be interefted in 
the happu nefs of man; as freemen, we ought to rejoice in 
the extenfion of freedom; as citizens of the world, we thould 
with well to all its inhabitants; and as Chriftinn, we are 
hound to confider all men as our brethren. Inftead then of 
viewing their rifing liberty with mean and jealous fuipicion, 
we ought to hail the aufpicious day, when the fun of freedom 
arole to illuminate their land. It would indeed have been 
glorious in us to have affifted them, if the ftate of our 
hnances had permitted us. That ftatefman would have 
deferved well of humanity, who fhould have wifhed to inter- 
fere on the fide of liberty; and by the authority of a great 
people, given new confidence to the friends of patriotifm, put 
an end to tumult, and the further effufion of human blood, 

and reltored tranquillity and peace to twenty-four millions ot 
peo ple.

is our duty, and we believe alfo our intereft, to wifh them 
well ; and we moftt heartily do fo. 

The emancipation of France may be followed by a reftora- 
tion of their ancient rights to the Auttrian Netherlands ; and 
in time, by the emancipation of Spain and other countries of 
Europe. We feem to be advancing to a great era in the 
hiftory of human affairs, The papal power, that fcourge of 
nations, is declining ; and the time feems to be near at hand, 
when the Roman pontiff will be reduced to his original and 
limple title of Aiyhop of Rome.

Ine following method of brewing the fweet root, found at 
the Sandwich Iflands, is worth attending to, p. gI. 

« But amongft the refrefhments thefe [Mende abound with, the {weet 
root, or tee, which we met M ith in great abundance at Woahoo, mutt 
by no means pafs u nnoticed, as it makes very good beer, which, after 
two or three trials, I brought to perfection. The great utility of 
this root was not known to us during the laft voyage; fo that the 
method I made ufe of in brewing it may not improperly be mentioned 
in t! is p! ice 

« The root was peeled very clean, cut into fmall pieces, and put 
into a clean kettle, and fix of the large roots were found a fufficient 
quantity for twelve gallons ot water.. This was put on the fire at 
three o'clock in the afternoon, and after boiling an hour and a half, 


was put away to cool. By the time the liquor was lukewarm, a gill of 
prepare 1 veait was added, and atterwards it was put into a cafk. It 
ge ‘rally b oun to work about midi rht, and by nine o'clock the next 
, ing it was excellent drinking. I found it neceflary to make ule 
of yealt onlv once; the grounds fermented the liquor afterwards ; 
and | am inclined to think, that when yeaft cannot be procured, a 
hittle leaven would anfwer as a fubftitute. 

‘ This beer was contlantly drank by fuch of our failors as were af- 
fe¢ted with the fcurvy, and th y found great benefit from - fo 
t addition to its being verv ufeful as common drink, I may ‘fefely 


tt excellent antifi orbuuc. Hav ing {ui ered led {fo well i in 
brewing the {weet root, I tried fugar-cane by the fame method, and 
made a good wholefome drink from it, though much inferior to the 

Among their tranfactions at Woahoo, we have a curious 
account of the pernicious eftccts of yava chewing, which 
fhews that there is not a corner of the earth where men have 
not deviled fome mode of intoxic: ition, Pp. 157- 

* On the 3d ‘Taheeterre paid me another vifit attended as before, 
and brought his cuftomary prefent of a few hogs, vegetables, and 
cocoa-nuts. Great numbers of canoes were about the fhip, and mul- 
titudes of both fexes playing in the water, notwithitanding our diftance 
from the fhore. My friend the old prieit was almoit “conttantly on 
board, and, according to his ufua] cuftom, drank vaft quantities | of 
Y iva, which kept him in a molt wretched condition : he feemed quite 

debilitated, and his body was entirely covered with a kind of Jeprous 
f urf. ‘The old man had generally two attendants on board to chew 
the yava root for him; a: nd he found them fo much employment, that 
their jaws were frequently tired ; and he was obliged to hire fome of 
the people along-fide to chew for him, at a bead for a mouthful.’

easefal ly lathed in his canoe, was going to fend them on fhore. On 
this occafion a very remarkable circumitance happened ; juit as the 
prieft’s canoe got a- ftern of the fhip, one of the fharks not being fe- 
curely faftened, fell out of the canoe, and funk to the bottom i 
eleven fathoms water; at the fame time there were feveral large hungry 
ones fwimming about, yet an Indian went down with a rope, flung 
the dead fhark. and afterwards hauled him into his canoe, withous 
any apparent fear of the others that {urrounded him. I found that 
{harks were efteemed valuable, as they anfwer a variety of purpofes ; 
they falt the fhark, and feem very fond of it; the {kin ferves for a 
cover to their drum-heads, and the teeth they fix in wooden initru- 
ments, which they ufe as knives. 

The following circumftances obferyed at Atoui are alfo no 
lefs remarkable, p. 187. 

« A gentle breeze from the fouth-weft, with fine weather. I gave 
the fecond watch leave to go on fhore: a number of Abbenooe’s peo- 
ple attended them by his order, to prevent quarrels between the feamen 
and the natives, and to furnifh them with provifions. His orders 
were pun¢tually attended to. In the evening, when the people re- 
turned, I found not a theft had been attempted, but they had been 
treated with every luxury the ifland afforded, and that in a moitt 
friendly manner. A remarkable circumftance, related by Mr. Gould- 
ing, a volunteer in the fervice, fhews the Bre: it regard the natives have

‘ 'Thefe poor wretches, by living in fo filthy a manner, were en- 
tirely covered with vermin; but this they feemed to contider as no 
kind of inconvenience; for at any time, when the lice grew trouble- 
fome, they picked and ate them with the greateft relifh and compo- 
fure : fometimes indeed, when they were gre catly pe tte red, and had not 
an opportunity of ridding themfelves of their guet sin that manner, 
they would turn their jackets, and wear the iniide outwards, by way 
ot giving them a tew hours refpite. 

« Poor Woodcock foon became as much incumbered with vermin 
as his companions, but = had not as yet reconciled him to fuch 
troublefome guefts, and he felt his fituation extremely difagreeable. 
The Indians endeavour 4 to perfuade him to difpofe of them in the 
manner they did; but this was fo totally repugnant to his feelings, 
that they foon perceived his diflike to their pro po! fal. At length he 
pertuaded one of the women to rid him of the vermin, and fhe 
(probably confidering u em as a peculiar dainty) a. pr the office 
with pleafure, and entirely cleared him from every thing of the kind.’ 
[In the courfe of the work, C : Portlock obferves, that 
the fituation, produce, &c. of the Sandwich Iflands, mi iaht be 
rendered productive of material benefit to our new fettlement 
at Botany Bay; and, at the fame time, be a confiderable faving 
to government in the article of provifions, which may be 
purcheted there at a trifling expence.—A hint which ought te 
be attended to.

WHATEVER relates to AElfric muft be hawaii ng to every 
Enclilhman. He was one of the greateft luminaries of his 
dark age, the peculiar glory of this ifland; and, after Bede and 
Alfred, the father of Saxon literature. Yet, ftrange to tell, 
his hittory has been involved in fuch a cloud of uncertainty, 
as not even a Leland, a Parker, a Spelman, an Ufher were 
able to difipate. The prefent work, however, of the late Mr. 
Mores throws confiderable light on the fubje¢t: and we are 
© bliged to Dr. Thorkelin for publifhing it in 43 elegant a form. 
It is divided into ten cha ipters. ‘The hirft is entirely employed 
in examining what other authors have erroneoufly written con- 
CC i, JEltric. Leland doubted, if the author of the Saxon 
ummar were the fame with the archbifhop of Canterbury. 
dale turned Leland’s doubt into an afleztion, and made three 
/Elfrics of one. Parker was too accurate an antiquary to fall 
into this miftake: but he miftook, in making our Aélfric abbot 
of Malmfbury, and author of the letters to the monks of En- 
fham and to Vulfitan. To Parker’s miltakes, Fox added two 
more: he fuppoted that the letter to Vulfin, De Sacramento 
Vtaris, was a different work from the Canons ; and doubted if 
Aultric, the grammarian and homilift, were the fame with the 
ichbifhop of Canterbury. Godwyn took his account from 
Parker 5; and Pitts compiled his from Leland and Bale, inter-

Alban, and a Liturgy, for the ule of his monattery ; that, 
about the year g$g, he was made bifhop of Winchefter, in 
which fiation he wrote his Saxon Grammar, and a fecond 
volume ot a mnilies, of the fame number with the firft; that 
he fucceeded Sr) Fa or Sigeric, in the fee of Canterbury, 
in O94, and after having pioufly and prudently g coverned that 
church for about 11 years, died on the 16th of December, 
1O 5. His remains were firft interred at Abingdon; but were 
removed to Canterbury in the reign of Canute.

It has been obferved, 
not more frequently than juftly, that the eftablifhment of uni- 
veriities and other literary communities with exclufive privi- 
leres, tends more to the prefervation of literature, than the ad- 
vancement ef feience. It has alfo been juftly obferved, again 
and again, that a reverence to great names, as Ariftotle, Def- 
cartes, Locke, and perhaps the time may come when we may 
fay, Newton, is not a little prejudicial to the improvement of 
knowledee. AUTHORITY turns the attention of men to what 
has patied, or is pafing in the minds of other men, rather than

before, and admiration is raifed, but not aftonifhment. Ina 
cl mar: ited mind, aftonifhment can only be excited by fuperna- 
tural powers. Clofely imitating his model, this young poct 
has prod luced fome pretty interefting poems ; yet there is a tone 
of { -fuilicteney, or rather conceit, running through them, 
which an author who does not even pretend to genius, fhould 
certain ly lower.

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Tur importance of books adapted to the underftanding 
of children, has not till lately been forcibly felt in this king- 
dom, and even now very few think of unfolding their weak 
faculties by queftions, converfations, and lively reprefentations 

of actions, levelled to their comprehenfion : on the contrary, 
every thing has been taught dogmatically, obtruded in a hurry- 
ing confufed manner, inftead of being infinuated into the mind 
by regular fleps. Among the aiehal books which have been 
lately publifhed, Mr. Day’ s Sandford and Merton, ftands con- 
fpic ‘uoufly foremoft. He aims at educating aman, and not like 
Madame Genlis, a nobleman. Amuting as her books are, 
they certainly contain many obitinate prejudices, and abfurd 
rules of conduct; from her fyftem of education indeed 
many, very many, ufeful hints may be drawn; but on the 
whole it is too artificial, and fhe rather endeavours to root out 
particular pafiions, than to poize and regulate them. One duty, 
odedience to parents, {wallows up all the reft ; this firft, and 
moft tender exercife of grateful affection and mechsiniesl de- 


pendence, is made an alm ioit I pg Same bondage. With refpect 
io filial and religious duties, fhe inculcates blind faith initead 
of alubmiffion to reafon ; this error, in the firft ftep, muft ever 


give the mind an indolent, fervile turn; but while we point 

out fome of her errours, becaufe they contraft with the prefent 

wi rk, we highly refpect her abilities, and fhall only add, that 
. Day has avoided her faults. 

“Th he hiftory of an only child, treated in the firft years of 
infancy, as filly fafhionable women in general treat their 
children, cured of his faults by articfs natural circumftances ; 
and, the {tate of fuch an helplefs child’s mind and body, compa- 
red = oes that of an honeft farmer’s fon, whom a fenfible cler- 
n had paid fome attention to, affords the moft amufing and 
inftr redhing leflons, “The firft principles of morality, are prac- 
tically taught, in a moft familiar.manner ; the unbending virtues 
of “humanity, honour, true courage, and univerial benevolence, 
are inte reftingly illuftrated, by bging compared with common 
prejudices, and falfe notions of happinefs; in fort, even the 
erty dignity of man, is made obvious toa child. The whole 
iiftory of Sandford and Merton, deferves the warmett praife, 
id we reluctantly point out an errour in judgment, ina writer 
We fo highly refpeét ; yet we cannot help wifhing, that he had 
conducted the whole plan with the fame fimplicity as the con- 
necting hiftory, and fketched fcenes from life inftead of borrow- 
ing fi rom Pluta rch, Xenophon, &c. Confidering the age of the 
child, only fix years, many of the felected tales, particularly 
‘n th e laft volume, though excellent in themfelves and admi- 

ly told, are too long, and far above the capacity of any child, 


‘en of ten years of age. They contain fine examples and 
“ilons for youth, but blended with converfations, intended for 
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the improvement of children, we think them mifplaced. Mr. 
Day, above prevailing prejudices, recommends a very different 
mode of education for females, from that which fome late wri- 
ters on the fubject, have adopted ; perfectly coinciding with 
him in opinion, we are tempted to give an extract, which will 
enable our readers to judge of his ftyle, at the Sones time, they 
will perceive, that he withes to fee women educated like ra- 
tional creatures, and not made mere polifhed playthings, to 
amufe the leifure hours of men.

To touch a mufical inftre- 
ment with ulelefs {kill, to exhibit their natural or affeéted graces to the 
eyes of indolent and debauched young men, to diffipate their hufband’s 
patrimony in riotous and unnece “lary expences, thefe are the only arts 
cultivate px women, in moft of the polifhed nations I had feen. 
And rug Mequences are uniformly fuch as may be expected ta 
Proc ~y ial luch polluted fources, private mifery, and public fer- 
vitu 

: oe Selene’s education was regulated by different views, and con- 
dutted upon feverer princ ‘Iples ; it that can be called fev erity, which 
opens the mind to a fenfe of moral and religious duties, and moft 
ettectually arms it, againft the inevitable evils of life.’

Events, not in themfelves important, may become fo by 
their attracting the notice of the public in a remarkable man- 
ner, or by their chance of producing confequerces, in which 
fociety may be peculiarly interefted. Such is the affair re- 
(pecting a great perfonage, which has occafioned various pam- 
phlets, and given rife to the one now before us—an event 
which may indeed terminate in nothing, but which alfo, if we 
may reafon from former occurrences in hiftory, may poflibly 
produce ferious confequences to the nation. It was for thele 
reafons that we thought it proper in us to give a full account 
of the preceding publications on this fubject; and for the fame 
reafon, we fhall beftow more time on the prefent than other- 
wife we fhould have done.

‘ The whole edition of this book was forcibly and illegally fup- 
preiied by the parties interefted in the expected regency. 

‘ But as the author is feeking redrefs for this injury in a court of 
law, it forms no part of the prefent complaint. 

‘ Nor did the lady herfelf manifeft any difpleafure, either at Alfred 
or Mr. Tooke for ftyling her “* Princefi of Wales.” On the contrary, 
if it be proper to draw an inference from her conduét, the title was 
pleafing and fatisfattory. 

‘ But when a fubfequent publication made its appearance, entitled, 
“ Nemefis,” in which it is ftated that ** Mrs. Fitzherbert ’’ holds cor- 
refpondence with certain dignitaries in the church of Rome, and is 
extremely active and zealous in fpreading the tenets of Popery, an in- 
dictment was inftantly preferred againft Alfred, the publifher of the 
faid pamphlet, 

‘ The pretended caufe of the profecution is a paflage in Nemefis, 
fating, that « Mrs, Fitzherbert’’ lived on terms of familiarity with 
Count de Bellois. : 

‘ The real caufe of the profecution is religion; for the intimacy 
between the Jady and the count is known to thowfands. And Alfred 
Has publicly declared, that he never annexed any criminal idea to the 
term tamiliarity—as far as it may be fuppofed to relate to a woman in 
d mate of matrimony, which Mr. Tooke afferts the ** late Mrs, Fitar 
herbert” how is, according to the laws of God and man.

* You will perceive, Sir, that 1 am governed merely by appearances 
and public report. When you condefcend to favor us with an explicit 
declaration on the fubject, my language fhall be confonant with your 
wifhes. I am not interefted in the decifion. Itis of no moment to me, 
nor my affairs, whether the late «* Maria Fitzherbert” is a princefs or 
a prottitute. But it is of final importance to me and to the nation, 
that the civil rank of the lady be clearly afcertained, and your Royal 
Highnefs will have the goodnefs to pardon me, if 1 purfue every legal 
method in my power to develop the myftery. In all controverted 
cafes, it is a law of politenefs to adopt the fuperior title. When the 
Duke of Gloucefter was at Rome, a Catholic bookfeller purpofely 
omitted in a dedication, the word—royal. To bis Highnefs the Duke 
of Gloueefer. Like all his brethren, the man believed James was a 
faint, and William a ufurper, and he a¢ted accordingly.

‘ Satisfied with the fuperficial decorations of ran 
defpifed the fubstantial bleffings of a cultivated mind. Studious of 
nothing but refinements in debauchery, he made no intellectual pro- 
vilion for that gloomy period of diffipated life, when fenfual appetites 
decline, or the infirmities of age prevent gratification. In youth, the 
dupe of tharpers; in age, the jeft of youth. Luxurious without plea- 
fure, and idle without eafe. 

‘ A {pring of vanity enfures an autumn of vexation, Habits of 
faicty are now effential to his exiftence. He has no talte for vy sae 
Phy; 06 profpects but fuch as fill him with terror. Though hoary 
#s Etna from age, internal fires urge him to all the gallantries of youth. 
ut of what fervice are the fires of a lafcivious mind, if an imbécility, 
the moft humiliating to a man of gallantry, extort the mortifying 
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confeflicn—V olo—fed non Valeo—the /pirit, my dear, is willing, but 
the fled is weak. 

‘This letter is fucceeded by various chapters refpe@ing Mr, 
Pitt, Mr. Shen Tooke, &c. and a fummary of the trial. 

In the laft the author introduces a fuppofed converfation be- 
tween himfelf and Lord Mansfield, on his lordfhip’s affertion, 
that truth might be a Jibel, which he concludes thus, 

‘ The Meffiah was a libeller. He was always wounding the feelings 
of the Pharifees by metaphors, parables, and prophecies. 

‘ 7 he martyrs tor the Proteftant faith were libellers. They wounded 
the feclings of another Maria, and her vengeance confumed them to 
afhes.’

Filial love, even in its higheft exertions, 1s a 
natural fentiment, nor muft we degrade human nature {fo far as to 
coniider the facred duties paid a mother by a daughter atts of genero- 
ity. ‘lhe a¢tion of the two Potels was unqueftionably moft brave and 
meritorious; but the momentary impulfe of compaffion, prompting to 
the fuccour of our fellow-creatures, generous as it is, is not to be 
compared with a mind conftantly and equally faithful, and devoted to 
its duty, for a courfe of forty years, crowned by a total difregard of 
felt to ferve a matter. M. B. P. expofed her life as well as the Potels: 
me expofed it to dangers more great, more terrible; and what ftamps 
the trongeit mark of virtue on eS action is, that it was but a conti- 
nuation of a conduct always equal, always the fame.

The Greeks found there he chained to the oar, confining their wives 
and children, whom he employedn {pinning wool. He gave rewards, 
and every aflifttance, to the Sicilians who chofe to tranfport themfelves 
thither; and diretted the bifhop of Meflina to provide them with 
pattors, to whom he gave appointments, and civil diftin@ions. Ea- 
phemio, who firft introduced the Saracens into Sicily, having rendered 
himfelf odious by his tyrannical and diflolute conduct to the imhabi- 
tants of Syracufe, of which he ftill retained the command, were this 
year flain by two of the citizens. 
The year following, the emperor Theophilus fent a fleet, under the 
command of Simeon, to retake Sicily. ‘The Greeks, having in vain 
attempted a landing, failed for Atrica, and made themfelves matters of 
Tunis. Muley Abrahim appearing before the walls with 60,000 men, 
Simeon re-embarked precipitately, and failed to Malta: thence he re- 
paired to Syracufe, before the walls of which he fell three years after. 
The emperor thought the deatir of Simeon a favourable opportunity 
for attacking the ifland of Malta, and fent orders to Ali-ben-Morat for 
that purpofe. The Saracens took it with little oppofition, but was {oon 
difpoflefted of it by a large body of Greeks from Syracufe. 

In the beginning of the year 842, Aadelkum died, a fhort time after 
his maller Muley Abrahim. With his death, the papers before us, 
the greater part of which are not yet publithed, finith. 

It ever a hiftory were difcovered inconteftibly free from every fuf- 
picion of being apocryphal, it is this. ‘The frequent repetitions of 
things, natural in an epiflolary correfpondence, with the minute de- 
tail of promotions, lofies, and ebjects of economy, which ftrike the 
reader, are the ftrongett proofs of its authenticity.
